ORDER 

New Delhi, the 21st May, 1998 

S.O. 445(E) —In exercise of the powers conferred by section 10 A of the Former Secretary of State Service Officers 
(Conditions of Service) Act, 1972, (59 of 1972), the Central Government, being satisfied that the pension admissible to-an 
Indian Civil Service member of the Indian Administrative Service who retired from service before the 1st January, 1973 has 
become less favourable than that admissible to other officers of the Indian Administrative Service, hereby orders that the 
pension of every such Indian Civil Service member of the Indian Administrative Service shall be revised with effect from the 1 st 
January, 1996 as per Department of Pension & Pensioners Welfare’s O.M. No. 45/86/97-P & PW(A) Part III dated 10-2-98 
extended to pensioners belonging to All India Services, vide Department of Personnel & Training’s letter No. 25011/24/97- 
A1S-II dated 3-3-1998. The consolidated pension so arrived at shall be'the pension from the 1st January, 1996. 

2. Since the consolidated pension as on 1-1-1996 includes dearness relief on pension payable upto Cost Price Index 
1510, payment of relief on pension beyond Cost Price Index 1510 shall be regulated by the orders issued by the Central 
Government from time to time applicable to Indian Administrative Service pensioners. All the Pension Disbursing Authorities, 
including Public Sector Banks handling disbursement of pension to the Indian Civil Service pensioners/family pensioners are 
hereby authorised to pay pension/family pension to existing pensioners/family pensioners, at the consolidated rates on the basis 
of revised PPQ issued by the Accountants General of the States concerned. 

3. In the case of a retired Indian Civil Service member of the Indian Administrative Service who died after the 1st 
January, 1996 and in whose case the benefits under this order have not been availed of, the difference between the pension 
already drawn by him and the amount admissible under this order shall be paid to her/his legal heir(s).
